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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

a. Claims 1 ,4 and 1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 

unpatentable over Amari. 

Amari discloses a vehicle system comprising onboard devices 35,37,38 
connected to a vehicle network (Fig.1), monitor means 15 for monitoring 
the state of connection of the devices (col.4, lines 56-60), and notification 
means 85 for indicating the connection state of the devices (col. 6, lines 
33-40). 

Although Amari doesn't specifically state that notification is based 
on demand of monitor, the determination in step S13 as to whether the 
component is connected (Fig. 6) is functionally equivalent to a demand, 
since it makes a determination as to whether or not a device is connected. 

Regarding claim 4, the notification of Amari is temporary depending 
on the state of the connection. 

2. Claims 10,1 1 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Amari in view of Chan et al. 

Chan teaches desirability of using a wireless network to connect multiple vehicle 
devices in order to avoid complexity of separately wiring the devices to a monitor 
(col.1). 
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It would have been obvious to use a wireless network as taught by Chan 
in conjunction with a vehicle device monitoring system as disclosed by Amari, in 
order to avoid expense and complexity of separately wiring multiple electronic 
devices to a controller. 

3. Claims 2,3,5-9, and 13-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. With regard to applicant's remarks in the response filed 3-10-04, the monitor 
means 15 essentially consists of the decision elements depicted in Fig. 6 as previously 
stated. Not only is the determination of whether the component is properly connected 
seen as equivalent to a demand from the controller, but also the turning on the position 
detection switch itself in step S1 1 is actually a demand to check for determination of 
connection status is step S13, which satisfies the claim criteria for notification based on 
demand from monitor means.
